OUR SPECIAL LONDON CORRESPONDENCE. 

Lonpon, Friday, Jan. 2, 1852. 

A Happy New YEAR to the whole crowd! ‘Here we are,” as Gri- 
maldi, the clown, says. Christmas and the New Year have provided a 
rich feast for sight-seers and play-goers. But King Pantomime rules at 
present over the whole town, and far into the suburbs enormous pla- 
cards are posted, announcing the numerous shows of the great metropo- 
lis. The British Museum, Westminster Abbey, old St. Paul’s, the 
Thames Tunnel, and National Gallery, are popular with the million, who 
visit them at this festive season. The Zoological Gardens, picture gal- 
leries, dioramas, and panoramas, also attract the multitude ; but to the 
theatres the crowds rush to see the new pantomimes, extravaganzas, 
burlesques, or the legitimate drama. All tastes can now be fully grati- 
fied. On Boxing-Day the principal exhibitions and public buildings 
were visited by thousands, and on Boxing-Night all the theatres were 
opened, and were crammed to suffocation, as they have mostly been ever 
since. It has long been an established rule with John Bull to take his 
children to the theatre during the holidays to see the pantomimes, and 
whilst parents enjoy the pure drama, the little folks enjoy the wonderful 
comic scenes which follow, when clowns crack jokes, pilfer, and kick up 
all kinds of rows. The edict of the Lord Chamberlain to the managers, 
commanding them to submit their new pieces to his supervision, has, 
however, been the means of robbing the public of many a happy hit at 
the follies and topics of the day. The consequence is that most of the 
new pieces contain the usual staple jokes, 
formations, and the clowns give the usual number of slaps in the face, 
kicks, and leaps. Ancient witticisms are obstinately re-introduced, and 
the children laugh and clap their hands, while the veteran smiles because 
he likes such an old friend as Joe Miller, even in anew sphere! Time- 
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in molten gold.” 


The Christmas novelty at the Haymarket is from the lively pen of the 
Brothers Brough, and is called ‘The Princess Radiant,” but the dicta- 
torship of the Lord Chamberlain has, I suspect, pruned the piece of ma- 
ny of its original and best points. The authors are well known wits of 
the town, and yet their new piece contains no sparklingfun. Bleomerism 
is prominently introduced, and the polished Buckstone, as a gay Bloomer, 
affords vast amusement to large audiences. The scenery, costumes, and 
appointments, are magnificent. 

The legitimate drama, in its most approved style, is still kept up at 
the fashionable temple in Oxford-street—the Princess’ Theatre—but the 
holiday folk would not be satisfied without their holiday novelty; con- 
sequently, a pantomime, called ‘Billy Taylor, or The Flying Dutchman,” 
has been prepared for them, and a comical, laughable, excellent piece it 
is. There are many capital hits in it, of course. Mr. Hobbs is not only 
introduced here, but everywhere in town. Chubb and Braham are de- 
nounced, but they are contented when they find that Mr. Hobbs cannot | 
pick ‘Davy Jones’s locker!” A grand view of the quarter-deck of a| 
man-of-war is introduced on the stage, with great effect, and also a view! 
of London by moonlight. The new piece is much liked. 


Madame Vestris has heretofore won the praise of critics and the whole 
town, by the truly dazzling and superb style in which she has produced 
fairy extravaganzas atthe Lyceum Theatre. Butshe has so long reigned 
supreme in this line, that the public expect from her impossibilities. | 
She has raised the imagination to such a height that everybody is disap- 
pointed unless she opens the gates of a Celestial city, and shows new and 
more resplendent wonders! There is, therefore, much disappointment 
manifested at Planche’s new piece, ‘‘The Prince of Happy Land.” (The 
titles of several of the Christmas pieces have been changed since I wrote 
last week.) The scenic effects are acknowledged to be no improvement 
on those which won the enthusiasm of the public in such pieces as ‘“‘King 
Charming,” and ‘‘The Kiag of the Peacocks;” although Mr. Beverley 
has displayed the masterly powers of his genius in two marvellously 
elaborated scenes of fairy-land, in which the glowing beauties of his 
pencil are seen with charming effect; one scene, the last, being ‘‘baptised 
As regards Mr. Planche’s adaptation, the veteran 
critic of the ‘‘Sunday Times” says, that either his perceptions have be- 
come less keen than they were, or the pieces that we now see lack the 
pungency and brilliancy of his old ones.

But I do not — 
award full justice to American artists, lest I may be accused of favoritism 
towards my own “kith and kin.” I too often give the cold opinions of| 
British critics, instead of the warm outpourings of my own heart. I am | 
happy to say that the Bateman Children have earned by real talent all | 
the praise which has been so liberally bestowed upon them since their | 


debut in England. I will say also that, clever as their performances | 


in the United States, tell me that their improvement is extraordinary. 
I wi!l give you two or three notices of the press. Thecritic of the ‘‘Daily 
News” says that these gifted American children appeared in Scribe’s |

Although this young lady is rather inexperienced in stage- 
tact, she is prepossessing in appearance, graceful in her manners, and 
pleasing in her style. She was warmly applauded during the perform- 
ance. 

Miss Fitzpatrick, from Sadler’s Wells Theatre, performs every other 
night at Drury Lane, incomedy. Theonce popular play of ‘The Belle’s 
Stratagem” has been brought forward for the purpose of allowing this 
young lady and Mr. Anderson an opportunity of displaying their talents. 
The comedy goes off heavily. Miss Fitzpatrick is a promising actress, 
possessing personal attractions, and she is ladylikein her manners. She 
displays good comic talent, and promises to become an acquisition to her 
profession. Some of the critics say she is equal to Miss Foote, but cri- 
tics are sometimes led astray by a pretty face! 

Anincident happened at Drury Lane just as the Bateman Children 
were finishing their performance on Tuesday night, which led the critic 
of the ‘“‘Times” to declare that these little artists were wonderfully 
strong in moral courage. Towards the end of the piece the curtain de- 
scended too soon, and separated the Batemans from the rest of the com- 
pany before they had spoken their final address. Ellen looked with an 
air of amused astonishment at the descending curtain and then joining 
her sister said, ‘“‘Well, shall we finish here?” The curtain re-ascended, 
however, and they proceeded to address the audience as if nothing hady 
happened. It is needless to say that the manner in which the whole was 
done elicited hearty applause. Several boquets were thrown upon the 
stage from the private boxes. ' :

I have seen, as yet, only halfa dozen of the new pieces, 
and I find that no great improvement has taken place in the plots, dia- 
logues, ‘‘getting up,”’ or scenic effects. The London pantomime of to- 
day is chiefly a copy of the pantomime produced twenty years ago. The 
pieces are got up with great care, and ata great expense, but an old 
play-goer can scarcely relish the everlasting jokes, slaps, kicks, and 
tumbles, between Clown and Pantaloon, especially when he is kept at 
the theatre an hour or more after midnight. I shall, in this letter, and 
subsequent ones, speak of the most prominent attractions of the panto- 
mimes, but it is whelly unnecessary to give a detailed description of 
them. 

Jullien and American sawdust have disappeared from Old Drury at 
the waving of the magic wand of Mr. Bunn’s Harlequin! The house 
never before appeared more gay and brilliant, or more sparkling to the 
eye of the oldest friend of the drama. Of Mr. Bunn’s engagements with 
& numerous company of artists to support the legitimate drama, English 
opera, the ballet, farce, and pantomime, I have told you in previous let- 
ters. When the curtain rose on Boxing-Night, Mr. Bunn came forward 
and made a neat and humorous speech. He said the theatre was ‘‘a dust 
hole” when he took possession of it, and he appealed to the large audi- 
ence to say what it looked like at the present time.

One Trustee filly, (the only one of her colts now living), 
remains, who is beautiful in her points, andshows the blood she is de- 
rived from in a remarkable degree.

General faith in these matters 
seldom attends their early introduction, however plausible the appear- 
ance. Success is the result of scrutiny and demonstration. Therefore 
we congratulate Dr. Maynard upon the general favor which his primer 
has already obtained, and on the prospect of its early unconditional 
triumph. We learn that it has passed through all the rigid forms of 
trial to which the Ordnance Department could subject it, by boards of 
eminent officers, the scrutiny of skilful artisans, and in active field ser- 
vice in New Mexico. The ‘National Intelligencer’ of the 12th inst., 
aays :— 

“In compliance with a recent order from Gen. Scott, Col. Craig, the 
Chief of the Ordnance Bureau, has reported at length upon the great 
merits, advantages, and superiority of this invention, and recommends 
its early and extensive introduction into thearmy. The report has been 
approved by the General-in-Chief, and it is understood that prepara- 


tions have already been made to equip all the cavalry with arms upon 
this system. 

“The adoption of this great improvement will produce a new erain the 
military service, and will place us in advance of every other service to 
the extent of all its conceded advantages. Most of the officers who 


have become familiar with this new system have ordered arms for their | 


rivate use. We have heard from undoubted authority that at the 
orld’s Fair at London this invention received the marked attention and 
unqualified approval of the learned and ingenious men from various 
ts of the world. Among them were the Duke of Wellington, the 
uke of Devonshire, and Sir Joseph Paxton. The King of Belgium (an 
experienced soldier) and the Russian ambassador at the Court of London 
have also expressed great admiration and approval of its superiority. 
The advantages of this mode of priming are equally applicable to sport- 
ing guns and pistols, and all small arms ; and the safety, certainty, and 
convenience of the invention are so self-evident that we learn the orders 
for this class of arms are so numerous and urgent that the manufactu- 
rers (the Massachusetts Arms Company) are compelled, at this early pe- 
riod of their new enterprise, to buy new guns made on the old system, 
and apply Maynard’s priming locks to them, to meet their demands.” 
Extraordinary Wager.—The London ‘‘Morning Post” thus describes 
the accomplishment of an extraordinary feat :— 


_ “I will bet any man one hundred pounds that he cannot make a mil- 
lion strokes with pen and ink withina month.” They were not to be 
mere dots or scratches, but fair down strokes, such as form the child’s 
first lesson in writing.

With a proper feeling of the respect due to 
the observance of the Sabbath, he determined to abstain from his work 
on the Sundays ; and by this determination, he diminished by four days 
the period allowed him ; at the same time, by so doin g, he increased the 
daily average of his strokes to upwards of forty-one thousand. On the 
first day he executed about fifty thousand strokes ; on the second, near- 
ly as many. But at length, after many days, the hand became stiff and 
weary, the wrist swollen, andit required the almost constant attend-

“By this time we had reached the spot, and having hauled Tom out, 
found him covered with blood and dirt, but much more frightened than 
hurt. The buck was killed and skinned, and after being served up in 
various savory dishes, the neighbors were invited in, anda large party 
got ‘corned’ while discussing the dainty morsels, and cracking jokes over 
the principal adventure. I saw some of them this morning, seeming in 


& most wo-begone state, and no deubt thinking the buck avery ‘dear 
deer,’ after all.” 


Quails Frozen to Death.—It issaid that numerous coveys of quails 
have been frozen to death in New Jersey, during the recent cold wea- 
ther. When found, they were huddled together, as if endeavoring to keep 
warm. The snow has aided in the destruction by cutting off their sup- 
plies of food.

A Bear Captured by Chioroform.—A newspaper published at Mon- 
tauban, Spain, gives an account of the captureof a huge bear by chlo- 
roform, which is somewhat amusing. His bearship had for along time 
been the terror of the district, entirely defying all attempts at capture. 
Even the most daring hunters dared not approach him sufficiently near 
to give him adeath wound, and so the bear was left to his glory, making 
predatory excursions continually among the sheep and cattle of the sur- 
rounding farms. At length a Doctor Pegot hit upon a plan for securing 
the monster by the use of chloroform. Early one morning he proceeded 
to the cave where the bearslept, accompanied by a party of peasants ; 
and having made sure by the snow just fallen that the animal was with- 
in, the peasants ran up and fastened up the entrance with iron bars, 
which prevented the bear from coming out. Over the bars they stretch- 
ed blankets to prevent the ingress of air, and now, all being ready, the 
operation of putting Monsieur le Bear under the influence of chloroform 
commeyted. The Doctor took a large syringe, and, having filled it with 
the somnolent liquid, discharged it, through an aperture in the blanket, 
into the interior of the cave. This being several times repeated, the 
bear soon fell into a deep sleep, when the Doctor marched in and secured 
his prize intriumph. They borethe poor bear away, tied limb and 
limb, keeping a cloth saturated with chloroform constantly at his nose, 
and took him to the village, where, a cage having been prepared, the bear 
was permitted to awake. Great excitement followed all around as the 
news of the capture of the wild beast became known, and crowds came to 
behold him, secured in his cage. In the evening, the village was illu- 
minated in rejoicing, while the praises of science and Dr. Pegot fell 
from every lip. This is the first instance of the capture of a wild ani- 
mal by chloroform.

The yacht 4merica left Plymouth on the 27th of Nov. p. m., and ar- 
rived at Lisbon on the 4th of Dec. She encountered a tremendous gale, 
but went through it finely and tothe great satisfaction of her owner.

CREATING A NEW SPECIES OF GAME. 
Turkey Creex (S. C.), January 13th, 1852. 


Respected ‘* Spirit.”—I suppose you know (as “‘spirits” have the credit 
of knowing every thing), that the “Palmetto State” is more limited in 
its species of feathered game than probably any other State in the Union. 
In fact, the snipe and quail (generally called partridge here), are the 
only kinds hunted with the pointer or setter. 

Now what do you think are the chances for creating a new species of 
game by putting the eggs of the Guinea-fowl in the nest of the quail? I 
think ‘‘Frank Forester” says something on the subject, and I believe 
that the experiment was actually tried, butif 1 am not mistaken the eggs 
used were those of the common fowl; and besides, our warmer winters

NEW ORLEANS (LA.) RACES. 
BINGAMAN COURSE. 


Yesterday the sports of the season opened over the Bingaman Course 
in avery lively manner. Instead of commencing with short races, the 
proprietor, in order to start with vigor, at once gave a purse of 3600, at 
four mile heats. This purse brought out the two fine horses, Reube and 
Hiddlestone, both by the celebrated Trustee. ; 

There was a large asseniblage of spectators, who were all astonished 
to observe that new stands had been erected and the course put in fine con- 
dition in all respects, since the calamities of fire and wind which laid the 
place waste since the last meeting. The track itself was in good running 
order, but not in so fine condition to make fast time, as we frequently ob- 
served it. 

The betting during the morning was generally in favor of Reube, at 
odds of two to one. Before the race commenced Reube became still more 
the favorite, and he was backed to win at three, and in some cases four 
toone. Both horses were in fine condition, and gave evidence of having 
been in good hands. 
First Heat—Reube led off at an easy stride and kept it for two miles 
and three-quarters, both horses being under a strong pull. At this 
point Hiddlestone made his first brush, passed his adversary, and led 
throughout the remainder of the heat, winning it by only a length, in 8:16. 
The betting men now began to veer round; those who had backed 
Reube, were quite shy; and the friends of Hiddlestone, who still wished 
to back him, were obliged to give odds on him in order to obtain cus- 
tomers. 

Second Heat—Hiddlestone jumped off with the lead, but Reube took 
the track from him while making the first turn, and kept it by about three 
lengths until entering the last quarter of the fourth mile.

THIRD DAY. 

There was a very interesting and exciting race yesterday over the 
Bingaman Course. The breeze was cool, but the sun was warm ; the track 
was in splendid order, but we regret to say that the attendance, although 
fair, was not equal to the sport afforded. The race was for a purse of 
$150, mile heats, and the following five horses were entered, viz.: Bob 
Green, a Jordan colt, Jenny Owen, Eli, and Jeannette. With such a 
large field, every one disposed to bet had a first-rate chance to lay out 
his money. The betting was so distributed between the friends of the 
different entries, that it was difficult to arrive at any sure conclusion. 
From what we could learn, there was no favorite against the whole field, 
but Col. Bingaman’s entry of the Jordan colt appeared to be rather the 
favorite with the crowd. 

After some accidents at the start, the five jumped off together, but soon 
afterwards Jeannette bolted and brought herself far behind. Jenny Owen 
took the track and kept it, winning handily in 1:50. 


On the second heat, Jenny Owen again led off, with the others well | 


up. On entering the last stretch, all of them swung around together,

Jenny Owen was now the favorite with the betting people, but in these 
mile races, where so little is known of the different entries, fancy has as 
much to do with forming an opinion as fact.

FOURTH DAY. 

Yesterday was the four mile day over the Bingaman Course. The air 
was warm and balmy, the track was in very good order, and the attend- 
ance was large. The race was for the Jockey Club Purse of $600, four 
mile heats. The entries were Reube, Hiddlestone, and Betty Oliver. 

On Saturday last Reube and Hiddlestone contended for a purse of $600, 
over this same course, when Hiddlestone won the race in two heats, in 
8:15 and 8:04. This fact added somewhat to the interest of yesterday’s 
race, as the friends of Reube were a little restive under defeat. 

The betting at the start was slight, cautious, and on almost every point, 
except the general issue ef the race. Although all the entries had strong 
friends, if there was a favorite it was Betty Oliver. In some cases she 
was backed even against the field, but this rate of betting was not gene- 
ral. We feel bound to say that there were fewer would-be ‘‘knowing 
ones” on the course than we have seen for years, and those persons who 
usually are said to have slept under the stable, were entirely abroad and 
without ‘‘item.” “ 

First Heat—At the tap of the drum Reube took the track and kept it, 
the two others running the first mile nearly sideand side. This or near- 
ly the same position was maintained up to the back stretch of the fourth 
mile, when Hiddlestone made a good brush, and continued it up to the 
close of the heat, but without success, for Reube won the heat after a 
slight struggle, by a length,.in 8:08. The Wagner filly did not appear to 
have contended for the heat, but with great ease came up in time to save 
her breath and distance. The last mile of this heat was no lagging race, 
for it was done in 1:51. 

Our distant readers can scarcely understand it; but it is a fact, that 
after the first heat, the Alabama filly (Betty Oliver), was more a favorite 
than ever. She had run so apparently easy to herself as to impress the 
best judges that she had something left in her, which would soon be made 
manifest, and although the other horses had true friends, still the filly 
was the favorite in the betting circle. 

Second Heat—Betty Oliver took the lead on the first quarter, Reube 
second, Hiddlestone third, but all tolerably well together. The position 
was maintained until entering on the back stretch of the fourth mile, 
when all of the contending nags seemed to strike a new ‘‘lick.” As the 
trio swung into the quarter stretch it was a close thing between them 
all. With Betty Oliver and Reube the whip and spur were brought into 
requisition most freely, and if there was any virtue in catgut and steel, 
either nag would have won that had used it, had not the other done the 
same thing. Both came rushing down the quarter stretch side and side, 
the friends of each nag shouting for their favorite. They passed the 
score so close tegether that it required the Judges to decide that Reube 
had won the heat and race. Reube could not have been over a neck 
ahead, and the outcome was contended most gallantly. The time of this 
heat was 7:50, but we refer the reader to the summary, in order to see 
what the horses could do if they wished.

When, lately, the illustrious and eloquent Exile from Hungary was in- 
troduced, with becoming honor, into the halls of the State House, in this 
ancient Metropolis, in reply to the address made to him upon the occa- 
sion, Gov.

Chase ; there Charles Carroll, of Carrollton, who designedly added that 
epithet to the significance of his name, that nobody should be mistaken 
about who was the Carroll who dared the noble deed, and was rewarded 
by being the last of his illustrious companions whom God called to the 
Heavenly Paradise, after he had long enjoyed the paradise of freedom on 
earth ; and here William Paca :—all of them signers of the Declaration 
of American Independence—that noblest, that happiest page in mankind’s 
history. How happy that man must have been,” (pointing to the por- 
trait of Gov. Paca) “having to govern this sovereign State on that happy 
day, when within these very halls was ratified the act which, by the re- 
cognition of your enemy, raised your country to the seat of an indepen- 
dent nation on earth! Ye spirits of the departed! cast a ray of conso- 
lation. * * * Had not those four men signed your country’s independence, 
Washington were perhaps a name ‘unknown, unhonored, and unsung,’ 
and this proud constellation of your glorious stars had not, perhaps, 


risen on mankind’s sky, instead of being now about to become a son of 
freedom. * * * 


| “Sirs, I stand, perhaps, on the very spot where your Washington stood, 
@ second Cincinnatus, consummating the greatest act of his life. The

his republican virtue, immortal by their very modesty.” 

These eloquent passages recall to recollection the historical and great 
events associated with the venerable metropolis of Maryland, which 
may be further illustrated, in humble language, by other references to 
history, and to the ancient and modern monuments that add an interest 
to time-honored Annapolis. 

The antiquated structure, once the hospitable town mansion of Charles 
Carroll, of Carrollton, has lately been given to a religious and charitable 
institution, by the venerable patriarch’s grand-daughter, the Dowager 
Marchioness of Wellesley. Her sisters, the Duchess of Leeds, and the 
relict of Lord Stafford, are at this moment among the most brilliant or- 
naments of the British peerage in England. 

Having made this reference to the aristocracy of ‘‘the olden time” of 
Annapolis, it may be well to advert to the circumstance, that the President 
of the Senate of Maryland, who reeeived Gov. Kossuth on his presenta- 
tion to that honorable body, in the hall consecrated by such noble deeds, 
'so eloquently expressed by the Hungarian Patriot, is himself descended 
from the aristocracy of Annapolis, rejoicing in the same honored name 
of his father and grandfather—styled, too, ‘‘Col. Edward Lloyd.” 

In illustration of the history to which Gov. Kossuth referred, and of 
the genealogy of the family whose ancestor gave rise to the beautiful mu- 
ral monument in ‘St. Ann’s Church,” I annex the names of the Govern- 
| ors from 1734 to 1782, as follows :— 

Samuel Ogle, 1784 to 1741. 

Thomas Bladen, 1742 to 1745. 

Samuel Ogle, 1747 to 1751 (having been eleven years Governor). 

Benjamin Tasker, 1752, President of the Council, and acting as Go- 
vernor until his death, in 1768. 

Horatio Sharpe, 1768. 

Sir Robert Eden, 1769 to 1774. 

Thomas Johnson, 1777 to 1779. 

Thomas Sim Lee, 1779 to 1782. 

William Paca, 1782 to 1784. 

The monument in the church at Annapolis may have been described in 
your paper; if so, the description of it may be as well repeated, as pub- 
lished in a Baltimore journal (the ‘‘Sun”) :—‘‘A tablet of finely polished 
white marble, containing on its facea column supporting on its top a 
vase, and an arm of a sorrow-stricken virgin of classic beauty, * * * her 
head reclining upon the arm at the top of the column, and who stands 
forth in bold relief upon its face, over the head of which is graven the 
British coat of arms, * * * with the following inscription on its base :— 
‘To the memory of Ann, daughter of William Bladen, Esq , of the County 
of York, in England, and late of this city; relict of the Hon. Benjamin 
Tasker, also of this city. She departed this life December 11th, 1775, 
_aged 74 years. Her surviving children were: Ann, relict of Samuel 
| Ogle, Esq., twice Governor of the then Provinceof Maryland ; Rebecca, 
| relict of the Hon. Daniel Delaney, last Provincial Secretary of Mary- 
| land (by whom she had three children who survived the age of child- 
| hood—Daniel, Benjamin, and Ann) ; Elizabeth, relict of Charles Loundes, 
Esq. ; and Frances, married to Robert Carter, Esq. This tabletis erected 
| in accordance with directions left by her grandson, Daniel Dulaney, Esq., 
| who died in the city of Westminster, in the Year of our Lord 1824, aged 
173 years, as a token of the regard he ever had for her, who was his fast 
| friend from early infancy, and continued her affection towards him to the 
latest hour of her life.’ ” “ 

On the side of the base are the words, ‘“‘E. H. Bailey, R.A., sculp., 
London, England.” 

Were this work of art ‘‘in Washington, or some prominent city,” the 
correspondent of the ‘“‘Sun” adds, ‘‘it would no doubt attract a great 
deal of atténtionand admiration.” * * * 

Among the tombs of antiquity, railed in with heavy iron railing of 
considera ble height, is one ‘‘In memory of William Bladen, Esq., who 
died the 9th of August, Anno Domini 1718, in the 48th year of his 
age.” 

Another states: ‘‘Here are deposited the remains of the Hon..Benja- 
min Tasker, who departed this life the 19th of June, Ann. Dom. 1768, in 
the 78th year of hisage. Atthe time cf his decease, he was President 
of the Council, a situation he had occupied for thirty-two years. * * * 
No one more respected nor beloved. So singular the influence of his cour- 
teous deportment, that he was no one’s enemy, nor any one his.” 

William Bladen was brother to Gov. Thomas Bladen, whose daughter 
Harriet was married to the Barlof Essex. Their father was John Bla- 
den, Esq., of Yorkshire, in honor of whom ‘‘a splendid monument was 
erected near the Church of Low Layton, in Essex,” near the river Lea, 
said to be one of the most beautiful places in England. 

The descendants from Mrs. Ann Tasker (me Bladen) are residing in 
Virginia and Maryland, among whom are two Post Captains of our 
Navy, Captain Bladen Dulany, and Captain French Forrest.

ANENT THE “TALL SHOOTING.” 


CHatTHaM, Cape Cod, Jan. 19, 1852. 

Dear “* Spirit.”—In an article in your paper of the 29th of November 
last, I took occasion, among other matters, to remark as follows: — 

‘J occasionally notice accounts of tall shooting in your columns; as I 
have none of my own to boast of, I am fain to narrate some of the deeds of 
‘Nick Brown.’ Well, then, my hero, once upon a time, on the Sudbury 
Meadows, shot one hundred and nine cock at one hundred and eleven 
shots,” &c. 

In your paper of December 13th, appeared a note headed ‘Tall Shoot- 
ing,” from a correspondent whe signed himself *‘Sea Serpent,” in which, 
among other things, the Serpent is pleased to say— 

‘‘Your sporting readers are prepared to swallow some very large ‘fish 
stories’ from Cape Cod—but we think your correspondent, ‘Dick Hun- 
| ter,’ cuts it rather foo fat in the shooting line,” &c.; and ends by pro- 
| posing a bet that ‘‘Nick Brown” cannot kill 109 woodcock in 111 shots, 
with a gun !” 
| Without proposing to state what Mr. Brown may be able, or willing to 
‘do in future, in the way of shooting, at this time I simply propose toshow 

that I did not cut my story too fat for the truth, and that it is not a fish 
| story in any sense of the word, but is a bird story, well shot, but indif- 
ferently told. What has already taken place is matter of history ; what 
the future may bring forth is matter of hope and uncertainty. 

A fact remains unchanged by either doubts or sneers; #f it be a fact, it 
remains so against all doubts and sneers—they cannot impair its strength, 
nor can evidence add toits force. I was not personally present at the 
time Mr. Brown performed this feat, but stated it asa matter of history, 
known to sportsmen in this vicinity, not dreaming there was anything 
so very marvellous about it as to call forth a question whether the feat 
was performed with the gun or the Jong bow. 

After some time and trouble I have been able to collect some evidence 
in relation to this feat, which, I think, will satisfy most reasonable minds, 
and probably the ‘‘Sea Serpent” himself, that what I said of Mr. Brown’s 
shooting was based upon fact, and was substantially true. I now give 
an extract froma letter of Mr. Brown’s, addressed to a mutual friend, 
under date of Jan. 12, 1852. 

“T am happy to say to you that what you related to is a fact. 
I killed a hundred and nine birds in one hundred and eleven shots, but 
not in one day. I was three days out with Mr. Dexter Stone, of Phila- 
delphia—they were not all woodcock, there were a few snipes to make up 
the number mentioned, but I forget just how many of them were 


snipes.” 




















I now quote from another letter, from s mutual friend of Mr. Brown 
land the writer, under date of Jan. 14, 1852. 





MEENA atcr Poe 


i, have this evening received a note from our friend Brown, which I 
will enclose to you; it was so long since the action in question occurred, 
that I thought best to get his corroboration before I was too positive in the 
matter—he Was out, as he says, three days in doing the business. I 
think I was out the first, or first two, but cannot be certain as to the 
number. He also says that a portion of them were snipe On reading 
his letter I think 1 have some recollection that there were some eight or 
ven snipe in the lot; I think not more than.that number.” 

It seems that I was mistaken in saying the 109 birds were woodcock, 
as it turns out afew of the number were snipe. How much the snipe 
will add to, or diminish the difficulty of the feat, I leave for those more 
familiar with snipe shooting than I am to determine. 

And now, most worthy “Serpent,” are you satisfied as to the correct- 
ness of the main features of my statement, that ‘Nick Brown’ killed 109 
birds at 111 shots? If not, I hardly know how I shall be able to convince 
you. And now, as to the ‘‘Serpent’s” bet, what Mr. Brown may be able 
or willing to do in future, I know not. I cap only hope he may be able 
to shoot as well in time to come as he has shot in time past, but the 
Anno Domini complaint is a sad stumbling block to a man’s being always 
and forever a crack shot. Your wager, “Serpent,” I decline. I never 
bet. Sufficient is it for me to verify the past, and hope for the future

DEATH OF CHARLES HENRY HALL, ESQ. 


* It is our painful duty to record the death of Cuartes Henry Haun, 
Esq , of Harlem—a gentleman whose name has long been familiar to every 
reader of the ‘Spirit of the Times” as one of the most noted breeders 
of blood stock in the United States. He died suddenly of apoplexy on 
Thursday, the 8th of January, 1852, at Harlem, at the age of 70. 

Mr. Hali was born at Pomfret, Windham County, Conn., Dec. 26th, 
1781. He was the eldest son of Dr. Jonathan Hall, a physician of emi- 
nence in that State. In early life he was engaged in agricultural pur- 
‘suits, which no doubt gave the bias to his mind, which afterwards so 
| fully developed itself. At the age of nineteen he went to New York, and 
entered the counting house of Murray & Mumford, at that time eminent 
merchants in this city. Hethere acquired the necessary information to 
fit him for intercourse with foreign countries, and soon after went abroad. 
He visited England, France, Portugal, and Spain, and from the natural 

strength of his mind and great habits of observation, acquired that vast 
amount of commercial and other knowledge, which enabled him to be- 
come one of the first American merchants inSpain. He established him- 
self at Cadiz, where he conducted a most extensive business, having at 
times no fewer than thirty vessels consigned to his house in the harbor a¢ 
once. He resided at Cadiz during the exciting period of the French in- 
vasion of the Peninsular, and was in the city during its bombardment by 
the French forces. After the peace of 1815 Mr. Hall returned to his na- 
tive land and to his family. His father having died previously, the care 
of his mother and a numerous family of brothers and sisters devolved 
upon him, and most faithfully did he perform towards them the part of 
father and protector. 

Placing his brothers at college to complete their-education, he devoted 
himself again to commercial pursuits, and entered the house of Thomas 
H. Smith, then engaged inthe China trade. By his great skill in all com- 
mercial affairs, knowledge of trade, and superior enterprise, he gained 
for the house a position of great eminence. His intellect and unvaried 
application made him known and respected both at home and abroad 

Having purchased an extensive traet of land on the East River,he 
caused the Dry Dock to be established in its present position, laying out 
streets and avenues adjacent thereto at his own individual expense. 
Tompkins Square was laid out for the public by his exertions, and the 
greater part of the land given by him to the city. 

The large purchases he had made of lands at Harlem made him resolve 
to leave commercial life, and he settled himself there on his estate as an 
agriculturist, employing his time in laying out and planting the grounds 
around him, and carried the cultivation of his farm to such a degree of 
perfection that it became the most beautiful spot on the island. 

He imported many valuable animals from England, and raised others, 
and soon became noted for his superior breed of cattle as well as for the 
excellence of his race horses. 

Mr. Hall purchased Lady Lightfoot, so famous in the annals of the 
Turf in Virginia, and from her descended many noted horses—Eclipse, 
Lightfoot, Black Maria, Shark, Bay Maria, ‘‘Young Lady Lightfoot,” 
whose death, strange to say, we chronicle with that of her breeder, with 
others less celebrated, all of which claim Harlem as their birth-place. 
‘‘Alarm,” imported from Lord Grosvenor’s stud in England, was also 
many years in his stables, and was the dam of ‘Clara Howard,” a fine 
racer, and many other superior horses. Mr. Hall’s knowledge in regard 
to the breeding and rearing of all animals was remarkabie, and his taste 
and judgment in regard to them extremely good. 

Though devoted to his farm and the agricultural improvement of it, he 
nevertheless found time to attend to affairs of public interest and im- 
provement. He was chosen Alderman of the Twelfth Ward for several 
successive years, and whilst in that office caused the construction of the 
McAdamized road—the Third Avenue. He afterward was elected to the 
Assembly at Albany, and was instrumental in causing the construction 
of the Harlem Railroad. Mr. Hall expended large sums of money in or- 
der to carry through a railroad to Albany, and had others possessed the 
same foresight with himself the road would have been completed ten 
years ago. As it was, he failed to accomplish this object, and it was 
merged in the Harlem Railroad. 

Mr. Hall married in England Miss Sarah Mullett, a daughter of Thomas 
Mullett, Esq., an eminent merchant of London, whose house for twenty- 
five years stood conspicuous for integrity and commercial honor. 

As a man, Mr. Hall was distinguished for the dignity and amenity of 
his manners. His generosity was remarkable, and he never saw the 
needy or the distressed without the wish to relieve them. Hundreds 
now live who owe their all in life to his bounty, and many were the tears 
shed for his memory by the recipients of his kindness. He was a rare 
man, in every respect, high toned and honorable—a true gentleman in 
every sense of the word. Magnanimous in prosperity, he was yet greater 
in adversity. Unchanged by the frowns of fortune, he still pressed on- 
ward, with the same strength of mind and energy of purpose a! the age 
of seventy, that he had always manifested, and died as he had lived, with 
an unfaltering reliance on the goodness of God. 

J. Prescott Haut, the present United States District Attorney, and 
Davin P. Haxu, a lawyer of high standing in this city, are brothers of 
the deceased.

| bank of the Limpopo, a little above its junction with the Lepalala 
| Here Seleka’s men requested me to halt a day, as their chief wished to 
| trade with me, which | agreed to do. , 

Next morning Seleka arrived with a considerable retinue, bringiy 
some good specimens of Bechuana arms to barter for muskets and am 
munition.” He made me a present of some Bechuana beer, and a sort of 
fermented porridge; this he said, he considered as a gift. but he expect. 
ed that I, in return, would give him some gunpowder. This is the usu. 
al style of presents in Southern Africa. 

In the afternoon I exchanged a musket for nine very handsome assa- 
gais, a battle-ax, and two shields of buffalo hide. I also exchanged some 
assagais for ammunition, and obtained other articles of native manufac- 
ture in payment for cutting the arms of two or three of the nobility, and 
rubbing medicine into the incisions, to enable them to shoot well 
While performing this absurd ceremony, in which the Bechuanas have 
unbounded faith, I held before the eyes of the initiated sportman prints 
of each of the game quadrupeds of the country ; at the same time anoint- 
ing him with the medicine (which was common turpentine), and looking 
him most seriously in the face, I said, in his own language, “Slay the 
game well; let the course of thy bullet be through the hearts of 
the wild beasts, thine hand and heart be strong against the lion, 
_— the great elephant, against the rhinoceros, against the buffalo,” 

c. 

On the 5th we marched at sunrise, and, trekking steadily along, ar- 
rived on the 8th at the drift on the Limpopo where, on the former occa- 
sion, I crossed the river. The game was very abundant in our course, but 
Carey and Present were rarely successful in killing, and I was obliged, 
at length, weak as I was, to take the field, as we were sadly in want of 
flesh. Onthe 15th we made the banks of the Ngotwani, up which we 
proceeded for several days; but finding that there was scarcely any wa- 
ter in it, and that it would be impossible to reach Sichely’s country by 
this route, I determined toretrace my steps. We accordingly marched 
for the Limpopo, which I fell in with once more on the 23d, having killed 
a noble old lion in my way. 

We trekked up along the banks of the river for the Mariqua, anda 
little before sundown fellin with two enormous herds of butialoes, one 
of which, consisting chiefly of bulls, stood under the shady trees on one 
side of the bank, while the other, composed chiefly of cows and calves 
stood on the opposite side, a little higher up the river. In all there were 
at least three hundred. Thinking it probable that ifI hunted them | 
might kill some old bull with a head perhaps worthy of my collection, | 
ordered my men to outspan, and, having saddled steeds, gave chase to the 
herd of bulls, accompanied by Booi and my dogs. After a short burst 
they took through the river, whereby I lost sight of an old bull whic 
carried the finest head in the herd. My dogs, however, brought a cow to 
bay as they crossed the river, which I shot standing in the water, but not 
before she had killed a particularly favorite bull-dogimamed Pompey. I 
then continued the chase, and again came up with the herd, which was 
now considerably scattered ; and after a sharp chase, part ol which was 
through thick wait-a-bit thorn cover, I brought eight or nine fine bulls 
| to bay in lé@fty reeds at the river’s margin, exactly opposite to my camp: 
| of these [ singled out the two best heads, one of which I shot wita lve 

balls,and wounded the other badly, but he made off while I was engaget 

with his comrade - ' 

In the morning I instructed four of my people to cross the river and 
bring over a supply of buffalo beef. These men were very reluctant to 
go, fearing a lion might have taken possession of the carcass. Un pro- 
ceeding to reconnoiter from our side, they beheld the majestic beast they 
dreaded walk slowly up the opposite bank from the dead buffalo, and 
take up a position on the top of the bank under some shady thorn-trees 
I resolved to give him battle, and rode forth with my double-barreled 
Westley Richards rifle, followed by men leading dogs. Present, who ws 
one of the party, carried his roer, no doubt to perform wonders. The 
wind blew up the river; [ held up to seek a drift, and crossed a short 
distance above where the buffalo lay. As we drew near the spot, | 

observed the lion sitting on the top of the bank, exactly where he hac 
been seen by my people. On my right, and within two hundred yards 
of me, was a very extensive troop of pallahs, which antelope invariably 
manages to be in the way when they are not at all wanted. Qn this oc- 
casion, however, I succeeded in preventing my dogs from observing 
‘them.

Elephants had been frequenting the district some 
months previously, but had now deserted it. About fifty miles to the 
south and east a very bold and rocky extensive blue mountain chain 
towered in grand relief above the intervening level forest. The length 
of this mountain chain seemed to be about a hundred miles, its course 
about northeast, and it gradually became loftier and more rugged to- 
ward the northeastern extremity. I believe the Limpopo rises some- 
where to the east of this chain, and I felt a strong desire to follow it to 
its source, but under existing circumstances this measure was not advis- 
able. On the march we passed a small village of Bakalahari, which was 
surrounded with heaps of bones and skulls of game. 


Next day we marched about eight miles up the river, and outspanned 
in 8 wide open viey. Onthe march I shot one sassayby, and wounded 
two black rhinoceroses. In the afternoon I rode up the edge of the river 
with Ruyter in quest of reitbuck, of which I saw several small troops, 
but did not kill any, not getting a chance of the old bucks, which I hunt- 
ed for their heads. I, however, shot one enormous crocodile, which we 
discovered fast asleep on the grassy bank of the river. He got two balls, 
one in the brains and the other behind the shoulder ; yet, nevertheless, 
in the struggles of death he managed to roll into the water and disap- 
peared. I was extremely surprised to see so enormous a crocodile in so 
small a stream ; his length was considerably greater than the width of 
the river at the spot where I shot him. 

Marched again at sunrise, and I and Ruyter rode ahead to seek reit- 
buck. I detected one of these squatting beside the river to shun obser- 
vation, and shot him dead on the spot. He proved to be an old buck ; 
but both of his horns being broken in fighting, I did not keep the head. 
A little after this, two packs of wild dogs kept trotting and cantering 
slowly along before us,,one on either side of the river; we had started 
them from two pallahs, which they had caught and were consuming. 
More reitbucks were seen, and presently an old buck, carrying unusual- 
ly fine horns, started up before us in company with four does. By tak- 
ing up & position in a hollow in the vley, and sending Ruyter to drive 
them toward me, I had the satisfaction to succeed in bowling over this 
fine old buck, which proved to be a princely specimen. I shot him run- 
ning, and broke his back. 

The wagons being opposite to us, we crossed the river, and deposited 
the head on my cardell; and, having proceeded a short distance further 
up, we discovered the fresh spoor of an immense herd of elephants, eon- 
sisting mostly ofold bulls. 1 drew up my wagons on a peninsular, well- 
wooded spot, and proceeded to take up the spoor. These elephants had 
at first fed for many hours among thorns in the vicinity of the river, and 
then marched in a long string right away out of the country. After fol- 
lowing the spoor for a great many miles, I became annoyed and gave it 
up. 
On the 31st, as I was riding along the river’s bank, about two miles be- 


low the spot where some days before I had fired at a large crocodile, I | 


came upon & similar reptile lying asleep on the opposite side, which I 
shot dead on the spot, putting the ball through the spine close into the 
back of the head. On receiving the ball, he only made a slight convul- 
sive movement, and then remained still and motionless as if still asleep, 
not having in the slightest degree altered his position: a copious stream 
of blood issued from the wound, and colored the shallow water in which 
he lay.

After breakfast I sent men to cut off the head of this rhinoceros, and 
proceeded with Ruyter to take up the spoor of the bull wounded in the 
morning.

I managed to turn his 
course toward camp, when I ceased firing, as he seemed to be nearly done 
up, and Ruyter and I rede slowly behind him, occasionally shouting to 
guide his course. Presently, however, Chukuroo ceased taking any no- 
tice of us, and held leisurely on for the river, into a shallow part of which 
he walked, and after panting there and turning about for a quarter of 
an hour, hefellover and expired. This was a remarkably fine old bull, 


, and from his dentition it was not improbable that 8 hundred summers 


had seen him roaming a peaceful denizen of the forests and open glades 
along the fair bauks of the secluded Mariqua. 


During our march on the 19th we had to cross a range of very rocky 
hills, covered with large loose stones, and all hands were required to be 
actively employed for about an hour in clearing them out of the way to 
permit the wagons to pass. The work went on fast and furious, and the 
quantity of stones cleared was immense. At length we reached the spot 
where we were obliged to bid adieu to the Mariqua and hold a westerly 
course across the country for Sichely. At sundown we halted under a 
lofty mountain, the highest in the district, called ‘‘Lynche a Cheny,” or 
the Monkey’s Mountain.

It was a cloudy morning, 
and soon after starting it came on to rain heavily. I, however, held on 
skirting a fine wooded range of mountains, and after riding several miles 
I shot a zebra. Having covered the carcass well over with branches to 
protect it from the vultures, I returned to camp, and, inspanning my 
wagons, tookit up on the march. We continued trekking on until sun- 
down, when we started an immense herd of buffaloes into which I stalk- 
ed and shot a huge old bull. 

Our march this evening was through the most veautiful country I had 
ever seen in Africa. We skirted along an endless range of well- wooded 
stony mountains lying on our left, while to our right the country at first 
sloped gently off, and then stretched away into the level green forest 
(occasionally interspersed with open glades), boundless as the ocean. 
This green forest was, however, relieved in one direction by a chain of 
excessively bold, detached, well-wooded, rocky, pyramidal mountains, 
which stood forth in grand relief. In advance the picture was bounded 
by forest and mountain ; one bold acclivity, in shape of a dome, standing 
prominent among its fellows. It wasa lovely evening: the sky, over- 
cast and gloomy, threw an interesting, wild, mysterious coloring over 
the landscape. I gazed forth upon the romantic scene before me with 
intense delight, and felt melancholy and sorrowful at passing so fleet- 
ingly through it, and could not help shouting out as 1 marched along, 
‘*Where is the coward who would not dare to die for such a land ’”

I! follow- 
ed close in his wake, and, after a hard chase of about a mile over very 
rough ground, we gained a piece,of hard level. Here I pressed my mare, 
and, getting close in under his stern, fired at the gallop, and sent a bal- 
let into him, and then passed ; in doing which I tried to fire ‘a second 
shot, but my gun snapped. I had now headed the camelopard, so he al- 
tered his course and held away at a right angle across the level strath. 
A fresh cap was soon placed upon the nipple, when, pressing my mare, I 
once more rcde past him. In passing, I held my stock in my waist and 
fired: the ball entered behind the shoulder, and ended the career of this 
gigantic and exquisitely beautiful habitant of the forest. Having run 
ya few yards further, his lofty frame tottered for a moment, when he came 
down with a crash which made the earth tremble. 

On the 4th of December we inspanned at sunrise and marched to the 
Ngotwani, which we crossed after an hour of hard work in making a road, 
having to remove some immense masses of rock, to cut down the banks 
with spades, and to throw some thorn-trees. In the afternoon I again 
marched, and halted at sundown within a few miles of my old spoor near 
the Poort or Pass of God. As the wagons were drawing up for the night 
a borele was detected, which Present and Carey stalked, and got within 
thirty yards, and then both fired and returned, stating that they had 
broken his shoulder. 

Accordingly, on the following morning, I proceeded to take up the 
spoor of the wounded borele of the preceding evening, accompanied by 
Ruyter, and very soon found that he was very little the worse for his 
wound. The spoor led me for several miles close along under the moun 
tain range to my right, and at length up into a long, well-wooded basin 
in the mountains. I observed that two lions, having detected the blood, 
were spooring up the borele ; they had followed him up and driven him 
away from his lair, and had then lain down for the day. 

When I came up I was within twenty yards of the lions before I was 
aware of their proximity. Observing me, they sprang to their feet, and, 
growling sulkily, trotted up the mountain side. I only saw one of them 
at first, and ran forward for a shot. Having ascended the steep a short 
distance, the lion halted to give a look, giving me a fine broadside, when 
I shot him through the heart.
